DIVORCED PEOPLE WHO HAVE MARRIED AGAIN 
SHOULD NOT BREAK THE SECOND MARRIAGE? 
By Evangelist John R. Rice 


Many people, even Christians, 
have the tragedy of divorce in their 
past. Many people, like-a Christian 


woman who wrote to me in June,| 


either married: a divorced person, 
or were themselves divorced and 
matried again, before their con- 
version. Should the second home 
be broken? Is it a sin for a wife 
or husband to be true to a second 
marriage? Can God be pleased as 
long as the second —— is 
maintained? 


These are serious questions. The 
answer, according to God’s Word 
is this: DO NOT BREAK THE 
SECOND MARRIAGE! Two 
wrongs never made a right. It 
would usually be impossible to re- 
store the first marriage, and the 
Bible does not command it, even 
if it were possible. Confess the sins 
of the past, but do not sin again 
by another divorce or separation!

You married a divorced man, 
you say, seventeen years ago; five 
years ago you were saved and have 


been earnestly living for Christ ever. 


since. Now some preachers say that

I will answer prayerfully, the 
best I can, your problem. It is the 
same problem many others have.

past is gone. He cannot change it. 
His former wife is not now his wife. 
To break the present marriage 
would be a sin. And if you are 
now living for God the best you 
know, then you have a perfect right 
to go on and serve the Lord, take 
the Lord’s Supper, and do any 
Christian work proper for a devout 
and consecrated woman, for which 
you are prepared and equipped. 

Here is what Jesus said in Mat- 
thew 19:9, “And I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
except it be for fornication, and 
shall marry another, commiitteth 
adultery; and whoso marrieth her 
which is put away doth commit 
adultery.” Deuteronomy 24:1-4 
says, “When a man hath taken a 
wife, and married her, and it come 
to pass that she find no favor in 
his eyes, because he hath found 
some uncleanness in her; then let 
him write her a bill of divorce- 
ment, and give it in her hand, and 
send her out of his house. And 
when she is departed out of his 
house, she may go and be another 
man’s wife. And if the latter hus- 
band hate her, and write her a bill 
of divorcement, and giveth it in 
her hand, and sendeth her out of 
his house; or if the latter husband 
die, which took her to be his wife; 
her former husband, which sent 
her away, may not take her- again 
to be his wife, after that she is de- 
filed; for that is abomination be- 
fore the Lord: and thou shalt not 
cause the land to sin, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an in- 
heritance.” 


Note the following facts from the 
above Scripture. 


1. Divorce meant exactly the 
same in the Old Testament and in 
the New Testament. But in the Old 
Testament Christ gives the clear 
law that divorce is wrong for any 
cause except for fornication (or 
continued adultery). Comparing 
these two passages, then, fornica- 
tion breaks the vows of marriage 
and gives a right for divorce. When 
divorce has taken place on this 
Bible ground, the first marriage is 
broken entirely, and the parties are 
free to marry again. In such a case, 
a woman who has been divorced 
and is remarried does not have 
two husbands, as people sometimes 
say. The husband of a second mar- 
riage is her husband, and the hus- 
band of the first marriage is her 
“former husband,” the Bible says. 

2. It is equally clear, specially 
from Deuteronomy 24:4, that where 
a marriage has been broken, and 
one of the parties has married 
again and lived with another man, 
the wife may not go back to the 
husband of her first marriage, or 
the husband could not go back to 
the wife of his first marriage, “for 


that is abomination before the} 


Lord,” we are told. 

3. One who gets a divorce a any 
other ground besides fornication, 
and marries again, commits adul- 
tery, said Jesus in Matthew 19:9. 
If your husband got his divorce 
not because of fornication, then 
when he married you and started 
living with you as husband and 
wife he was guilty ‘of fornication. 
If his first mariage was ‘not x beer

before, then it was broken after he 
married you and lived with you. In 
either case, he is not now bound 
to his first wife. God forbids that 
he should go back and marry her 
again. 

It would do no good for you to 
leave your husband. It would sim- 
ply bring more reproach on the 
cause of Christ and cause more 
unhappiness. 

In conclusion, you have only one 
husband, the man you are living 
with, and he has only one wife, 
yourself. You should live together 
according to the clear Scriptural 
rule of I Corinthians 7:3-5. And 
note in verse 6 that even to be 
apart, one from the other, for a 
season of fasting and prayer is not 
commanded. Paul spoke what he 
did as permission, not as a com- 
mand, for the husband and wife 
to occupy separate beds even for 
fasting and prayer. God does not 
require husband and wife to live 
apart, and no preacher should give 
any such instructions. 


Divorce is a terrible thing. It 
brings always much _ heartbreak. 
But sin always brings trouble. And 
some sins we cannot undo. We 
can only confess them to God and 
have them forgiven. If your hus- 
band had a Scriptural right for 
divorce, before he married you, 
then he should not be blamed. If 
he did not have a Scriptural right 
for divorce, he did wrong and he 
should confess his sin to God and 
have it forgiven. But he cannot un- 
do it and he should not break his 
present home and marriage.

in all the wisdom of Babylon. 
Then the King commanded that a 
certain portion of meat, such as 
was served at his own table, and 
wine, such as he himself drank, 
should be set before them, and after 
a period of three years that these 
young men were to stand before 


_ Nebuchadnezzar and they were to 


be examined by him. Nebuchadnez- 
zar was the greatest monarch that 
the world had ever known up to 
that time. So Daniel was to go 
through the Babylonian college 
for three years, and during that 
period of time he was to be sub- 
ject to the enemy’s temptation. 

But the peculiar temptation that 
confronted Daniel was to him to 
eat things that were abhorrent to a 
godly Jew. He lived in the dispensa- 
tion of law and God had given a 
command that no meat with blood 
in it was to be eaten. The Babylon- 
ians did not kill their meat as we do 
today, but they just strangled it. 
That left the blood there, and this 
blood would be abhorrent to a 
godly Jew. 

And you know when Nebuchad- 
nezzar gave that command, Daniel 
was only about seventeen years of 
age. He had to make a choice be- 
tween the command of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, the mightiest king this 
world had known up to that time, 
and the Word of God. I tell you, 
if some backslidden Christians had 
been down there to advise Daniel, 
they would have said, “Now, 
brother, you must pull your punch- 
es while you are down here. You 
can’t live as you would if you were 
down. in the city of Jerusalem. You 
can’t live like an old fashioned 
Quaker. You must do as the Ro- 
mans do.” That is the way they 
talk today. But this young man. 
Daniel, had a piety down in his 
heart, and he had power. When he 
had to make a choice between the 
Word of God and the command of 
man, it did not take him long to 
decide. He purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself, 
and like the apostle of old, he 
said, “We ought to obey God 
rather than men.” 

Young man and young woman, 
listen: Because this man was separ- 
ated from the evils of his day, he 
could -exercise influence for God. 
That was the man that you read 
about in chapter two, and later on 
standing before Nebuchadnezzar

A Man Of Prayer 


The second thing I read about 
Daniel was that he was not only a 
separated man, but he was a man 
of prayer. In the second chapter 
you find Daniel in trouble. Old 
Nebuchadnezzar had a dream and 
forgot it. So he brought in all the 
wise men, and he said to them, “I 
not only want you to ~ive me the 
interpretation of the dream, but I 
want you to make known to me the 
dream. And if you do not acquiesce 
to m-, demands, you are all going 
to die. You are all going to be cut 
off.” That was a wonderful future 
for them all, wasn’t it? And you 
know, Daniel was numbered among 
the wise men in that day. That in- 
cluded Daniel. Do you know what 
he did, brother? He had a prayer 
meeting! He had a God that he 
could look to and look into His 
face. And my dear brother, if he had 
not been a man of purpose, he 
wouli not have been in touch with 
God at that time. But he had a 
prayer meeting. 

He got Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego to pray with them. (He 
did not get all the other fellows 
that were out on the dance floor. 
He did not get them in.) He called 
in the other three that were stand- 
ing for God, and they prayed to 
the God of Heaven. Are any of you 
folks having trouble tonight? I want 
to tell you, my dear brother, God 
is able to answer your prayer. Have 
a prayer meeting, brother! (You 
know, I like to preach to myself 
as well as to the young folks and 
middle aged and to the old folks.) 

The ‘cry today is: ‘Oh, we are 
too busy to pray.” When a preacher 
gets up and talks about prayer, a 
lot of folks in the audience -say, 
“That is all very well for you

And, you 
know, the lions looked him over, 
and no wonder they didn’t eat him! 
Somebody said he was two-thirds 
back bone and one-third gristle.

And 
he was preserved. I would like to 
have looked inside that lions’ den 
about one o'clock in the morning. 
I wonder what Daniel would have 
been doing?

A Praiseful Man 

Then the next thing is this: He 
is not only a separated man and 
a prayerful man and a hated Man 
and a preserved man, but, he was 
also a praiseful man. We read: 
“And Daniel blessed the God of 
heaven.” (Dan. 2:19) I think that 
Daniel must have been such a won- 
derful fellow to live with. A wo- 
man said to me some time ago 
concerning a person in my church, 
“Mr. Talbot, you think he is won- 
derful, but you don’t have to live 
with him.” But you know I think 
Daniel must have been a wonder- 
ful fellow to live with. The one 
thing, my dear friends, that I can 
never get away from is my 
mother’s influence. She loved the 
Lord, and she went a- 
round with a radience, and she 
always had a song in her heart. 
Even while she was whipping us, 
she would be singing Beulah Land. 
My mother weighed only ninety 
pounds. She was as gentle as a 
dove, but brother, when she under- 
took to chastise us, the Spirit of 
the Lord came upon her! The thing 
I could not get away from was 
the radiance of my mother’s life. 

This man Daniel went into the 
presence of God. Mark you, I am 
putting before you the kind of life 
we ought to live in these tragic 
days. Listen, he said, “Father, I 
thank Thee.”; and we read that he 
blessed the God of Heaven. Some- 
body may say to me, “Why, 
preacher, what in the world did 
he have to praise God about? 
Everybody in Babylon was against 
him.” And I can imagine the devil 
saying to some young person right 
now, “Don’t you see that if you 
live the kind of life that preacher 
is talking about, don’t you _ see 
what it is going to mean to you? 
It means nails of persecution and 
self-crucifixion, and you are going 
to miss all the show.” My dear 
friends, I want to tell you it 
doesn’t mean that at all. It just 
Means this, that if you know the 
Lord Jesus Christ as your Saviour, 
you will never be without cause for 
thanksgiving. You will be able to 
say with the Psalmist, “I will bless 
the Lord at all times.” (Ps. 34:1)

dear brother, the wonderful thing 
about living for God is that you 
will never be without cause for 
thanksgiving. You uncoverted man, 

you do not understand that! 

I was a pastor in a certain part 
of Chicago some years ago, 
and you know that the father of 
one of my elders was struck down 
one morning by the elevated street 
car. One of his sons was on a car 
and as the car went by he saw a 
crowd, and something urged him to 
get out. He went back to where 
the crowd was and pushed through 
the crowd and saw there the man 
bleeding to death, and it was his 
own father. That man was a great 
business man in the city, and when 
they buried him there were some- 
thing like 2,000 people who went 
out to the cemetery. A_ great 
preacher in the city gave the fu- 
neral oration. Just as he was about 
to bring the funeral service to a 
close at the cemetery, one of the 
sons of the father stepped forward 
and touched his arm and_ said, 
“Doctor I would like to say some- 
thing in behalf of my mother and 
on behalf of the members of our 
family.” That young fellow climb- 
ed that mound of earth and said 
to that 2,000 congregation! “I am 
speaking for my mother, and I am 
speaking for my brothers and for 
my sisters and myself.” He went 
on to say, “Our hearts are broken, 
and the sun has ceased to shine, 
yet while our hearts are broken, 
we want you to know that there 
is a song in our hearts today, and 
Jesus put it there.” I want to tell 
you my dear brother, it is only the 
Lord Jesus Christ that can do that. 
It is only the man who is living 
for God that knows anything a- 
bout it, “And he blessed the God 
of heaven.” 


A Man Greatly Beloved 

And the last thing, young folks, 
that we read about this man Daniel 
is this, listen: He was a man great- 
ly beloved. He was greatly be- 
loved up there in Heaven. In the 
tenth chapter of Daniel you have 
an angel coming down and talking 
to him, and the angel says, “O 
Daniel, a man greatly beloved.” 
(Dan. 10:11) He was not beloved 
in Babylon, but he was beloved 
in Heaven. I think there must have 
been a thrill come over Daniel’s 
body, there must have been a 


‘thrill ran down his spine as_ he 


heard the angel say, “O Daniel, a 
man greatly beloved.” 
You know that when Mr. Moody 


and Major Whittle were holding 
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going to certain hall: They had to 
take a train to get there. It was 
raining on that occasion “cats and 
dogs.” In England they do not take 
up tickets while in the train at all, 
but when they get out at the sta- 
tion, the passengers have to walk 
through a little gate and two men 
stand at the gate and they have to 
give their tickets there. You know, 
all those who commute have 
monthly tickets, or three-monthly 
tickets, and the regular men at the 
gate get to know who are the com- 
muters and they do not have to 
show their tickets. On this night, 
as the rain was coming down, 
there happened to be two strange 
men at the gate taking up tickets. 
These fellows at the gate said “E- 
verybody show your tickets. No 
one goes through here unless you 
show your tickets.” I tell you, there 
was soMe cursing. Some of the 
fellows who had not gotten out 
their tickets in months were looking 
around for them and could not 
find them and the rain was com- 
ing down. Mr. Moody and Mr. 
Whittle happened to be the last to 
go through the gate, and they list- 
ened to all these things the men 
said. As they went through, they 
said, “You fellows don’t seem to 
be very popular with this crowd.” 
One of the fellows said, “We don’t 
care anything about this crowd.” 
He pointed to a room on top of the 
station and said, “Do you see that 
room where the light is? The gen- 
eral manager of the railroad is 
there, and we are more concerned 
about what he think than we are 
about what this crowd thinks.” Mr. 
Moody said to Mr. Whittle, “My, 
my, but there is a sermon for 
you.” And I want to tell you, my 
dear brother, the thing for us to be 
concerned about is what the Lord 
Jesus Christ is going to think about 
us at the judgment seat of Christ. 
It will be wonderful when we stand 
there after living for Him and hear 
ing the Lord say, “Well done, good 
and faithful servant, greatly be- 
loved.”

The captain said, to 
the members of the Legion, “I 
have heard that some of you 'sol- 
diers are followers of the lowly 
Nazarene. I cannot believe it. 

“But,” he said, “if there are, take 
two steps forward.”.

I want to say to you, young 
men and young women, this, that 
this old life will soon be over. 
We have reason to believe that this 
age is drawing to. a close, and I 
want to tell you, we will stand be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ. 
It will not matter very much how 
much of this world’s pile you have 
gotten together. It will not matter 
very much how much of. this 
world’s education you have accum- 
ulated. I want to tell you, a life 
devoted to God in the midst of 
confusion and tragedy and apos- 
tasy such as in the day we are liv- 
ing,—that is the thing that is go- 
ing to count. 

Daniel was about seventeen years 
of age when he set his face against 
the evils of his day, and he pur- 
posed in his heart that he would 
not defile himself. Oh, young men, 
and young women, I have a word I 
want to say before I pray. If you
